1. Happy Navy Birthday, on 13 October 2017, the Navy will celebrate its 242n¢ 
birthday. Take this week and reflect on our Naval heritage and traditions; 
those who have gone before us into the sea and fields of battle to carry out 
our countries mission. This year’s theme is "Sea Power to Protect and 
Promote”, more information can be found on NAVADMIN 180/17. 








2. Another big push for the Hospital Corps is our updated Enlisted Technical 
Leader (ETL) Program instruction. BUMEDINST 5420.13D provides guidelines for 
the mission, function, responsibilities, and selection criteria for Navy

3.  JMESI Healthcare Management Course is a Tri-Service course designed for 
first time clinical supervisors and provides them with the administrative 
tools to successfully manage their clinical areas. 

Topics discussed include: Civilian Personnel, Contracting, Budgeting, 
Quality Management tools available through the TRICARE Operations Center, 
Efficient Scheduling, Utilization Management, and more. This course is 
centrally funded and held in San Antonio, Texas thr times per year; Navy 


Medicine is allowed 5 enlisted quotas per iteration.

4. NAVADMIN 231/17 released September 18th 2017 announced two changes to the 
CMS-ID system and one change to the Career Waypoints (C-WAY) starting October 
2017. This is aimed to enhance Navy efforts to provide the Fleet with the 
right Sailor, at the right time, in the right place, with the right skills. 





The first change announced in the NAVADMIN extends the CMS-ID order 
negotiation window for Sailors to apply for advertised billets by three 
months. Sailors will begin negotiating and applying for advertised billets 
twelve months prior to their PRD. 








The second change will extend the CMS-ID window from a one month to a two- 
month cycle, which will add more billets for Sailors to choose from when 
negotiating their next assignment. 





The C-WAY application time-line has also been updated. This change will 
ensure Sailors obtain reenlistment authority prior to negotiating in CMS-ID 
by starting the C-WAY application window 16 months prior to the SEAOS and 
PRD.

The HM and Basic Dental Assistant PQS and instruction will provide amplifying 
guidance and develop the Corpsman of the future. I need your full support 
with this endeavor! 








7. To further coincide with this new graduating HM class, 30 of our new 
Corpsmen will go to the Captain James A. Lovell Federal Health Care Center to 
participate in the HM Clinical Trauma Experience proof of concept. The HM 
Clinical Trauma Experience proof of concept seeks to meet the requirements of 
a medically ready force and ready medical force to provide HMs with hands-on 
exposure to clinical and trauma experiences in a supervised environment.

Doc Sare 
was assigned to Naval Ambulatory Care Center, Port Hueneme, CA, and was 
currently serving with Multi-National Corps-Iraq.
